ELIZABETH  CITY  STATE  NORMAL  SCHOOL 

THE  ELIZAIiETIi  CITY  STATE  NORMAL  SCHOOL 

The  State  Normal  School  of  Elizabeth  City  has  for 
its  main  object  the  professional  training  of  Negro  boys 
and  girls  for  the  elementary  schools  of  the  state. 
Established  in  1891,  it  has  sent  out  many  trained  teacli- 
ers  who  today  are  leaders  in  their  respective  communi- 
ties. Since  the  Eastern  section  of  North  Carolina  has  no 
other  educational  institution  on  the  college  level,  the 
State  Normal  School  has  furnished  most  of  the  Negro 
teachers  in  this  section  of  the  state.  It  is  believed  that 
the  school  occupies  a  distinct  place  in  the  educational 
system  of  the  state. 

THE  TEACHING  PROFESSION 

Teaching  as  a  profession  is  worthy  of  tlie  serious 
consideration  of  all  young  people  who  are  seeking  a  voca- 
tion. The  teacher  has  a  wonderful  opportunity  to  render 
unselfish  service  to  others,  which  after  all,  is  one  of  life's 
greatest  satisfactions.  The  influence  of  the  teacher  is 
often  greater  than  that  of  any  otiier  one  in  the  commun- 
ity and  his  reading  and  study  keep  him  in  constant  touch 
with  the  best  thought  of  the  world  })oth  past  and  present. 
Through  their  constant  contact  witli  young  people, 
teachers  have  a  large  share  in  the  common  efforts  to- 
wards making  the  world  a  better  place  in  which  to  live 
and  work.  Teacliing  as  a  profession  challenges  your 
most  serious  thought. 

CURRICULA  OFFERED  AND   CERTIFICATES 

The  curricula  offered  make  it  possible  for  a  student 
to  qualify  for  certificates  granted  l)y  the  state. 

The  Two  Year  Curriculum — Tlie  student  in  the  Two 
Year  curriculum  ma}"  prepare  to  teach  in  either  the 
primary  grades  or  the  grammar  grades.  Upon  gradu- 
ation the  student  receives  either  a  Grammar  Grade  Class 
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B  or  a  Primary  Class  B  certificate  wliicli  is  valid  for  five 
years.  The  Normal  School  diplomas  is  issued  only  to 
those  who  have  successfully  completed  the  above  courses. 

The  regulations  of  the  State  Department  of  Educa- 
tion require  one  year  of  residence  work  in  the  Normal 
School  or  the  equivalent  before  a  person  will  be  granted 
the  lowest  state  certificate.  Many  students  who  go  to 
college  do  not  meet  the  requirements  for  this  certificate. 
The  Normal  School  meets  all  of  the  requirements  for  the 
lowest  certificate  without  requiring  additional  summer 
school  work. 

ADMISSION 

For  admission  to  the  Normal  Department,  the  appli- 
cant must  show  graduation  from  an  approved  four-year 
high  school  with  fifteen  units  of  work,  or  the  equivalent 
of  high   school  graduation,   or  by   examination. 

The  high  school  has  been  eliminated  entirely. 

The  applicant  must  show  good  health  and  promise 
as  a  teacher. 

REGISTRATION 

All  desiring  to  enter  should  fill  out  and  return  the 
application  blank  in  the  back  of  this  bulletin.  This 
School  will  then  aid  the  student  in  getting  an  official 
transcript  of  High  School,  College,  Extension,  and  Sum- 
mer School  work.  The  transcript  will  classify  the  stu- 
dent. 

ADVANCE  STANDING 

Advanced  standing  will  be  given  to  Standard  High 
School  graduates,  on  the  basis  College,  Extension,  and 
Summer  School  credits  since  High  School  graduation. 
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GRADING  SYSTEM

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RULES  OF  PAYMENT 

1.  All  money  for  fees  should  be  sent  by  post  office 
money  order  or  cashier's  check,  registered  letter  and 
made  payable  to  the  President,  J.  H.  Bias,  and  not  to 
the  student. 

2.  All  students  in  the  dormitories  pay  as  stated 
above. 

3.  Local  students  pay  promptly  entrance,  fuel, 
athletics  and  laboratory  fees. 

4.  The  School  year  consists  of  nine  months  of  four 
weeks  each. 

STUDENT  LOAN  FUND 

The  students  and  members  of  the  Faculty  have  organ- 
ized a  P.  W.  Moore  Student  Loan  Fund.  This  fund  is  to 
furnish  students  small  sums  of  money  for  a  short  time 
at  a  low  rate  of  interest.  Many  students  could  not  have 
remained  in  school  and  completed  their  courses  without 
the  help  from  this  fund. 

Since  the  parents  of  children  in  this  section  will  not 
make  very  much  from  the  farm  crops,  there  will  be  a 
great  service  for  the  loan  fund  this  year.  We  are  proud 
of  the  aid  coming  from  white  friends  in  trying  to  in- 
crease this  fund. 

The  school  makes  some  provision  to  aid  needy  stu- 
dents by  providing  them  with  some  work  which  will  help 
to  pay  some  of  the  fees.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  the 
amount  of  work  that  can  be  provided  is  small  and  the 
number  of  applicants  is  large,  the  school  reserves  the 
right  to  withdraw  such  aid  when  the  scholarship  of  tlie 
student  aided  is  not  satisfactory  or  when  the  work  done 
by  the  student  is  not  satisfactory. 

No  student  should  come  to  the  institution  expect- 
ing to  receive  aid  unless  he  has  been  given  promise  of 
such  aid  by  the  president  of  the  institution,  prior  to  leav- 
ing home. 
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DRESS 

Girls  and  boys  are  not  encouraged  to  spend  money 
on  clothes  to  make  a  show  or  attract  attention  or  cause 
an  unfavorable  comment  from  the  public. 

The  School  feels  this  is  the  time  for  parents  and 
students  to  use  their  best  judgment  and  economy  in  buy- 
ing school  clothes.  Motliers  may  cause  undue  embarrass- 
ment to  their  children  by  not  supervising  the  Ijuying  of 
school  clothes. 

ATHLETICS 

The  State  Normal  School  has  an  Athletic  Association 
controlled  mainly  by  the  students  and  for  the  students 
with  faculty  supervision.  The  Athletic  Association  fos- 
ters basketlDall  for  young  men  and  young  women;  liase- 
ball,  tennis  for  male  and  female  and  Inter-High  Field 
Day. 

MUSIC 

Great  emphasis  is  placed  on  the  Teaching-Training 
phase  of  puljlic  school  Music.  Cultural  considerations 
are  given  to  Glee  Club,  Orchestra,  Choruses.  The  Eliz- 
abetli  City  State  Normal  School  has  conducted  an  Inter- 
High  School  Singing  Contest  for  a  silver  cup.  Many 
high  schools  from  northeastern  North  Carolina  liave 
entered. 

The  school  orchestra  under  the  leadership  of  one  of 
the  instructors  forms  an  interesting  part  of  our  school 
life.  Lessons  are  given  gratis  to  those  students  who  own 
their  own  instruments.  Besides  giving  concerts  in  the 
local  community,  the  orchestra  has  given  concerts  in 
many  of  the  surrounding  towns. 
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THE  TRAINING  SCHOOL 

The  new  Training  Scliool  is  across  the  road  from  the 
Administration  Building.  This  makes  it  very  convenient 
for  the  girl  students.  The  most  important  part  of  the 
training  of  student  teachers  is  done  in  the  Training 
School.  The  Training  School  is  the  heart  of  the  Normal 
School.  Here  the  students  put  into  actual  practice  the 
things  they  are  taught  in  the  Normal  School.  Much  time 
is  spent  in  ohserving  the  critic  teacher  at  work. 

An  added  feature.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  many 
of  the  students  will  work  in  rural  schools,  arrangements 
have  heen  made  for  giving  the  student  teachers  practice 
teaching  in  the  nearhy  rural  schools. 

THE  EXTENSION  WORK 

The  Extension  Division  carries  the  work  of  the 
Normal  School  to  teachers  and  others  who  are  unahle 
to  do  work  in  residence.  A  numher  of  centers  have  heen 
organized  in  towns  close  hy  where  teachers  meet  with  an 
instructor  of  the  regular  faculty  of  the  State  Normal 
School.  Teachers  find  the  extension  work  an  opportun- 
ity to  continue  their  professional  education  without  in- 
terfering with  their  regular  employment.  Classes  are 
usually  held  on  Fridays  or  Saturdays.  During  the  school 
year  1930-31  extension  work  was  carried  on  in  the 
following  centers.
